Shortly after darknses foll last night 
there was an alr of unwonted’ movement 
. sbout the city and on tho harbour, and one 
did not noed to be 4 magician to foretell

Duke and Duchess of Connaught and suite 
arrived’ in tho, Golony, but when. thoy 
‘reached a4 far ns the fairway the aampans 
stopped short. Both sides of the fairway 
ware lined with eampans, acd most of them 
had Chinese Isnterns’ rigged. up, ons or 
“two for tach siwpan. Movers! ~junka, 
notably one of Mosare Caldbeck, MacGre- 
gor and Company, were covered from hull 
to mast with’ different coloured Inntorns, 
and shortly after eight o'clock the sinall oraft 
in the harbour began to light up, The occa~ 
aion wan the departure of the Royal party for 
Qanton and as it had heen announced that 
the harbaor would be illuminated, hundreds 
of people found thoy way to tho water front 
in order to viow tho procecdings. 

Tho police, under Jnptein Lyons, were’ 
agvin io evidence and kepta clear space 
slong the Praga. Tho two standson Blake 
Pier were soon « owded with spectators 
aud -befare 9.30 a very large crowd. had 
asacmblod, By that timo a number of 
largo ships, including tho Apcar boat 
and the “Asiohing,” wero illuminated, 
but so far no sign was made fom 
the men-of-war, Tho Royul. party vas 
expected to arrive at the wharf by ten 

* o'clock but as timo passed on without their 
arrivat the crowd becamo restless,  Wait-

outbaret of crackers and tho occasional 
firing of rockots, gave 4 momentary spur Lo 
the jaded Interest» A numbor.of launches 
decked out with lights, moving about.on 
the dark waters of the harbour, looked 
very fine, but on the wholo the display was 
not very effective. =. ‘ 

About ten-thitty the search lighta from 
tho. men-of-war in the barbour and from 
the shore batterios becan to ‘piorce the 
gloom.of the eky and light op the Peak 
and Kowloon foroshore, besiden playing on 
the crowds assembled on the Praya and on 
the buildings round about, This was 
a pew diversion and kept the crowd 
intoreated, 

Finely, aftor 10.46 had struck, the 
coolies with tho Royal party's luggago 
arrived ond hopes went high again, Then 
Captain Bonham was sighted in achairand 
he was followed by tho Duke and Duchess 
and party. “Tho Royal party were walcom+ 
od by cheers and His Royel Highness tho 
Duke was kept busy: arknuwledging tho

_ party embarked and in a few minutes the 
.* Honem” cast off. ‘That was tho signal’ 
for the cracker-ring, and pandemonium 
reigned for somo limo. Whistles shricked 
forth their clarion blast, pooplo cheered, 
fire-crackora wora exploded, rockets soared 
through the sir, sud all eround was amoke 
-and sparks. The ‘Honam” was well 
iMuminated. -Atong buth sides wero rows 
of Ohineso tanterne, which awayed to and 
fro in the breeze, many boing extinguished 
thereby, Then the ** Honam" torned into 
the fairway and, was acon nothing but a 
streak of light in the harbcur.’ The 
searchlights continued to play round the 
harbour for some timo, but finally all was 
atill. ' 

The night was a, favourable one for 
iNuminstions, but the fairly strong ‘wind 
that was blowing caused many of the Chineao 
lanterns to expire early, xo that half the 
effect was lost by the time the Duke and 
his party arcived. 'Hotwevor, the sceno was 
a pratty one, though not aa goad as was 
expected, nor did it compare with tho illu. 
minations of the past. It isa pity that tho 
men-of-war.did not illuminate, as after the 
beautiful picturo made ‘by the “King 
Affred.” on Thursday evening hundreds of
